Ex-Senalor Chandler hfid a long interview 


with tho President this morning, nud. ac 
copied tlio appointment of Secretary of tho 
Interior. 


The commission of Secretary Chandler 


was rnndo out immediately, ond ft note senl 
to Cliief Justice Carter, of tho district su- 
preme court, to appear at the White House 
at 12 o'clock. The chief justice according!) 
proceeded to the executive mansion and ad- 
ministered the oath of office to the new sec- 
retary. The Cabinet then met and Mr.

There is uo civilizod country where work 


ia so poorly paid SB in Germany, or whore 
tha earnings are iu such disproportion to 
the Bipenses of living. Tho average earn- 
ings of a workman are 4 thalers per week (a 
thaler is CG| cents of American gold), whilo 
it requires for a family of sis mcmbcra at 
least 8 thalare. The result, sajs a Berlin 
correspondent's a series of efforts at oheap- 
lirag, cheap enjoyment, and general eelf- 
uauial. It is only a master workman that 
oommanda 1 thaler per dny.
